This 


is the price to the syndicate which is to 
take tho bonds not subscribed for at par. 
\\'hy not offer the bonds to the Reading se- 
curity holders at this price? Why are they 
to be compelled to pay 100 cents for what 
the other tnau is to uot at G7-] cents? "Why, 
indeed? The Reading security holder has 
been frequently reorganized, and knows 
how it leels; but he never had this sort of 
.experience before." 


SOMKKODY or bodies are making largo 


sums of money out,of the uovermeut-in 
the emigration business. Under the law 
all new comers that do not come up 
to the legal requirements, are returned 
home at this expense of the steamer bring- 
ing them; that is, this is supposed to be 
the cose since tho law requires it, aud not 
only take them back, but take cure of them 
meanwhile.

Corn Harvesters. 


Tho enormous annual wasto of corn 


foddor can. bo partly accounted for by 
tho hard labor generally required to cct 
and shock tho coru. Cutting corn is one 
of the hardest jobs ou..lhe farm, and in 
many'of the principal corn regions thero 
is usually a scarcity of labor available 
for this purpose. 
Therefore, says The 


Farm Machinery, machine labor must 
be substituted for hard hand labor. For 
a number of years inventors havo been 
lit work on machinery i'or cutting corn, 
and manufacturers aro now turning out 
coru harvesters that do very satisfactory 
work. With ono of theso latest improved 
coru harvesters, drawn by a steady 
horse, two men can cut from 200 to 300 
shocks of corn a day, and tho cost of 
cutting an aero of corn is less than ono- 
fourth that by tho old. A greater ad- 
vantage than the saving of labor and re- 
ducing tho cost is that tho work can be 
douo in shorter timo. To secure tho full 
food valuo of corn fodder tho com should 
bo out, liko wheat, just when it is ready. 
If .allowed to stand until it is too ripo 
or frost bitten, thero is a great loss of 
digestible matter. 


Corn harvesting should proceed as 


rapidly as wheat harvesting. That tho 
advantages of com harvesters aro appre- 
ciated is attested by their large* and 
yearly increasing use. Tho USO of the 
present stylo will increase until invent- 
ors produce a machiiio of modern cost 
that will cut aud shock corn without 
the assistance of hand labor at all. 


Corn foddor is tho most available sub- 


stitute for hay on tho farm. Every acre 
of corn fodder saved for feeding on the 
farm will release an aero of hay for 
market. With wheat so close to Uiocost 
of production, farmers aro forced to look' 
for a better ready money crop. Tbis 
year it is good hay.

' basis. As now placed ..upon the market 
says' '.'American 'Agriculturist, -"p-airi 
•wheat'owes its worth -and'com'raercia 
reputation to. its peculiar..physical an(

to: any careful methods'in its culture. 
'Asa general product it is inferior in 
yield .and in general appearance. The 
discrepancy in tho size and form of tho 
grains is always a matter of surprise to 
foreigners, and an unfavorable impres- 
sion is 'made npon those who do not 
know its real merits. But prairie wheat 
isaot necessarily inferior1 either as to 
the form aud size of grain or to the 
yiald and general appearance. Even its 
milling qualities can bo. improved. 


Wheat has attained its present flonr- 


;ing qualities through constant care. The 
improved varieties have been attained 
.through tho careful selection of the most 
satisfactory seeds from the best individ 
ual' plants by a continuous process 
through many years. A high grade seed 
wheat can thus bo reached which will 
maintain its good qualities under proper 
methods of culture." 


Wheat which is immature from any 


cause, 
whether 
premature harvest, 


drought, rust or smut, is weakened in seed 
strength because of a weakened germ 
and of a lack of a full food supply in 
the grain. Any seeds which have at any 
timo been heated or bin burned from 
moist fermentation in bulk are very apt 
to bo injured. Wet1 wheat which has 
been frozen and thawed several times 
cannot safely bo used as seed; neither 
can wheat which has been winter 
bleached in tho shock or in small stacks. 
The very best grades of frosted wheat 
possess less strength in their first growth 
iu tho seed bed and yield less than the 
best mature wheat, though the good ap- 
pearance of the field from frosted seed 
may deceive tho farmer. The market 
prico of wheat is fixed by tho require- 
ments of tho miller and baker, hut its 
sood valuo depends upon its capacity for 
normal reproduction. When in doubt, 
oaly tho driest, heaviest, hardiest, best 
market grades of wheat should be used 
for seed, says tho authority quoted. The 
best friend of tho wheat farmer is the 
fanning mill, for it takes out tho weed 
seeds with the light and the small 
grains, leaving tho largest, heaviest seed, 
which always give tho best results.

The Irrigation Congress. 


Some 200 delegates, representing 17 


states and territories, Canada and Mexi- 
co, wero preseiit at the third national ir- 
rigation congress at Danver. Secretary 
W. E. Smytho, in his annual address, 
claimed that; under a proper system of 
irrigation tho west could f nruish homes 
ior 70,000,000 people. The first object 
of the convention was to formulate a 
bill on reclamation of arid lands, to be 
presented to tho next national congress. 
Second, should tho recent action of con- 
gress bo indorsed, ceding 1,000,000 acres 
of arid land to each arid land state and 
territory in lieu of tho western proposi- 
tion to have tho government reclaim 
theso lands. Colorado opposes this plan, 
on ground that said states and territories 
lave not the money to develop their 
"ana's. 


The Kansas commission presented a 


report on its arid lauds and tho necessity 
of federal control of interstate water 
supply, reservoir sites and forest reser- 
vations.

Kodiak Island, and tlioAlaskan:peninsula

richardsonii), a huge, shaggy animal, 
varying in length from G to 12 feot and 
weighing from 800 to 1,500 pounds,' This 
bear .possesses all tho courage and floroo- 
no-is of his.southern cousin, tho grizzly, 
imel ho has boon huritod so lilt'lo as yoi 
that ho" is' absolutely fearless of man And 
is an exceedingly dangerous adversary. 


Being an expert fisher,. tlio bear fre- 


quents, during tho salmon season, all tho 
rivtsrs emptying in!h Boring sea and tlio 
north Pacific and their tributaries as far 
as the fish go. After tlio salmon run is 
over the animal retreat"! into tho recesses 
of the hills, whoro berries' and small gtimo 
aro plentiful. 


Tho browc boar is tho great roadraaker 


of this part ot Alaska. Not only aro tho 
banks of tho streams trodden Into good 
trails by tho huge, lumbering brutes, but 
the swampy plains aro crossed in overy di- 
rection by paths leading to tho hills. Tho 
traveler will do well to follow them in 
journeying across tho couniry/as thoy in- 
variably lead to tho best fording places of 
streams and form tho easiest routes to tho 
bills. Tho northern limit of tho brown 
Dear's habitat is as yet undetermined, 
but I havo seen thorn In tho interior as far 
as latitude 67 degrees, and thoy probably 
rarigo still farther. 


My first encounter with one of theso an- 


.mals -was a startling experience for me, 
and, I have always thought, equally so for 
iho bear. Welind been working up against 
tho strong current of tlio Koowak river all 
day, and toward nightMl pitched our tent 
it tho base of a high bluff forming tho 
•Ight bank of the stream. While suppor 
was being prepared I climbed tho bluff to 
get a look at t!;e country und waa walk- 
ing leisurely along with my gun carelessly 
hold In my left hand. 


Tho top of tho bluff was densely covered 


almost t* tho adgo with spruce and aiders, 
and tho undergrowth was so thick that it 
was impossible to soo moro than a fow feet 
through it. Ahead of mo a clusterof rocks 
oilored a temporary place to sit clown and 
enjoy the view, and I made for it. 


Just as I readied the nearest rock a tre- 


mendous shaggy animal arose apparently 
from under my feet, and I immediately 
recognized in him the brown bear, of 
whoso fierceness tho natives had been toll- 
ing mo for weeks. My first instinct was 
to shoot, and I probably would havo done 
so had my gun been in my right hand, but 
thn first motion I made) tho bear reared on 
his haunches acd was so formidable look- 
Ing'tiiat I concluded to wait and eeo what 
ho intended doing. 
After a moment's 


hesitation, during which ho turned his 
head from sido to side and 1 ickcd his chops 
in a most suggestive fashion, ho dropped 
on all fours, and with wonderful quick- 
ness turned and sprang out of sight in tho 
denso undergrowth. 


When I returned to camp and related 


my oi-pcrienco, Tnh-tah-rok, my nstivo 
guido, assured mo that the bear must havo 
recently concluded u heavy meal, 'as other- 
wise ho would have attacked mo.' 


The mainland of Alaska adjacent to tlio 


island of Qnga is fuH of brown bear, and, 
although somewhat smaller than thoso 
found on tlio west side of Cook's inlet, 
they are sufficiently flerco and aggressive. 
Some officers from one of tho vessels of, 
tlio Boring aea fleet wont ashoro at Horoa- 
doon buy during tho summer of 1891 on a 
deer hunt, and one of the party saw a bear 
about 100 yards distant eating berries. 
Without a thought of tlio consequences 
jo raised his gun and fired at tho animal. 
Tlio shot wont wielo of the mark, but nt 
;lie report of tho Run tho beai: started for 
tlio hunter on .1 dead run. His chargo 
was met by a sliower of bullets from tho 
officer's 
ropenecr, but although badly 


wounded tho infuriated brutodid uot hosl- 
tnto an instant, but rushed straight at his 
enemy. When within about 10 Ic-et of tho 
hunter, tho bear rose on his haunches and 
prepared to close. Blood was pouriug in 
streams down his body. Ono bullet had 
shattered his upper jaw, but ho -was still 
so full oC fight chat tlio outcome of the 
struggle would, liave been extremely doubt- 
ful had not another of the party arrived 
and ended tho fight by shooting tho bruco 
through tho brain. 


An examination of tlio bear's body 


sh'owcd that it had been struck six times". 
Three of the shots wero in parts of the 
body ordinarily considered vital and would 
doubtless have caused death but tho vi- 
tality of theso animals is almost incred- 
ible, instances having boon cited o£ their 
running ovor 100 yards after being shot 
through tho heart. 


Ono ot tho best places in Alaska to find 


the brown boar is in tho vicinity of Port- 
ago bny, 10 or 12 miles across Unga strait 
from Sand point. Last summer, whilo I 
was at Sand point, two huntew camo in 
after uu absence of littlo over a month in 
the- vicinity of Portage buy und reported 
having killed S3 bears. One dny they 
killed seven.

Thi'ro aro no trees as far wost as 
Portogo bay, and tlio liuntor must bo ex- 
ceedingly careful how lie enters tho heavy 
thickets which cover tho river bottoms, 
as tho bears favor this kind oC ground, 
auel if aroused or wounded will unhesitat- 
ingly attack.

In Former Times. 


Tho. superstitious .people, of mediaeval 


times hud some very odd remedies based 
upon superstition. Among other absurdl- 
ties'of Jgnoranco1 it was hold'that a chip 
from tlio gallows on-whloh several persons 
had been hanged, worn in a bog around* 
tho neck, was a euro for ague. A halter 
by which somo crimiral had boon hanged 
was bound around the temples as an infal- 
lible euro for headache. Tumors of tho 
glands aro said to bo "driven'away" by 
nine blows of a dead man's hand, whilo 
tho hand of-a man who had boon cut down 
from tlio gallows was snid to work similar 
wonders. 


A ring made from a coffin was applied 


for tho relict of cramps, which wero also 
said to bo dispelled by n rusty sword hang- 
Ing over the patient's head. If any one 
had tho toothache, ho was told to go and 
elrivo nails into uu oak tree, which, it is 
true, would not .kill tho pain, but was a 
sure preventive against a futuro attack. 
A sfcono with a hole in it, hung at the head 
of a bed, -was sure to euro nightmare, the 
cause of that evil being thought to bo 
witches, who sat on the patient's cliest; 
henco tlje pendant and stone was called a 
"hagstonc." Tho "haRStone" -was used- 
genorally as a safeguard against all tho ills 
Which aro ascribed to impish interference. 


It is astonishing to flud many such old 


practices—tho relics of superstition and 
ignorance—still kept up by people who 
oug*t to know bettor. It is, for instance, 
a custom to this-day for people of a certain 
class to steal meat from the butcher, rub 
it on warta and then bury it, tho warts 
being expected to vanish as tho process of 
decomposition sets In. Pricking a wart 
with a pin till the blood camo und then 
throxping tho pin away was also said to 
drive warts away, tho warts beiug prompt- 
ly transferred to tho hands of whoever 
picked up the pin. A potato carried in 
the pocket is still recommended for rheu- 
matism, and hundreds of like practices aro 
In vogue at tho present day,—St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

thu s.i.-ne proposition to him. Ho also re- 
fused. 


All the obstinacy ot'MV. Harris' nature 


was .".roused. "Then I will stay in my- - 
self,." said he, "and I will beat all three 
of you—two Democrats and ono Whig."

350 votes, the largest ever polled in that 
district.

Even tho common people 
In China are very abstemious in tho uso of 
opium, and among tho greater number 
tho drug sorves to increase tho bodily vigor 
and to ward off many diseases.

The analysis of tho reports, according to

Ing that 20,800 people havo been deprived 
of work in KO different Industries, snys 
The Economist; also that thoso who wore 
at work have received nearly $S, 000,000 
less money within six months than they 
did two years ago. It Is further shown 
that the amount; of business was but 50 
per cent of that transacted in 1S92. 


A year ago this month wo published 


tho results of our industrial census. This 
showed that thfivJiad been a decrease in 
business within l^.iiinrhiinC -17.2 nercont, 
a decrease iu wages earned ol' OU per cent 
and a decrease in tho number of persons 
employed in factories of about COJi per 
oont.

Wo cannot but accep! as thoroughly re- 


liable tho information wo havo received 
and upon which wo have based our calcu- 
lations. It is extremely painful to us to 
record sncli a distressful condition of busi- 
ness, which must Involve pinching and 
poverty in most American households. 


After these facts have been carefully 


studied by every reader and thinker in tho 
country we should hardly expect to find 
ono solitary individual to advocate a pol- 
icy of free trndo as against protection ro 
American labor anil American industries. 


We trust tlmt tho verdict of tho people, 


a month from now, will bu an overwhelm- 
ing majority against- any approach to free 
trade and for tho restoration of proper and 
adequate protection,

The reason for making an investigation 


into tlie business conditions ot tho United 
States this yoar, as compared with 1303, 
has already been stated in Tho American 
Economist—namely, to supply a demand 
mado to tho American Protective Tariff 
league for facts and Eguies upon tho sub- 
ject. These demands were so mmierous 
that after very deliberate consideration it 
was decided In tlio interests ol tho people 
to undertake tho work, and the result wo 
now publish. 


The idea has been to ascertain tlie num- 


ber of hands tlmt were employed in tho 
different manufacturing, wholesale and 
lottill concerns throughout tho ccJuntry 
during tho period from Jan. 1 to Juno UO, 
'lSS)2, and nlso during tho samo months of 
tho present year. We havo also endeavored 
to learn tho amount of wages paid to tlio 
employees iu such establishments during 
each of tho two given periods, and, further, 
the output or the product of thu manufac- 
turing concerns and the per cunt of busi- 
ness dono by tho wholesale and retail trade. 


Uoplies havo been received from 30 dif- 


ferent states and territories In the United 
States. Theso replies havo boon carefully

Tho foregoing oxhibit^shows that 20, SOU 


fewer bauds wore employed this year in 820 
establishments than In 1892. It also shows 
a decrease of 30 per cent iu tlio number oi 
persons employed.

A second" comparison shows a doorcase 


of $7,868,000 in tho nmountof wages paid 
during tho first half of this year, as com- 
pared with 3893, by tho U20 employers ol 
labor. 
It represents a decrease of -13 pel 


cont in tho amount of wages earned by tho 
wage earners;. 


Another very interesting fact that wa 


learn is that l.howap;os earned by each em- 
ployee were .'ii-.'jO per capita for every man, 
woman and child in 1S02; that tho earn-

This very interesting tabulation teaches 


us that there was a loss of 20 per cent in 
tho employment of labor throughout Now 
England this year as compared with 1802, 
a loss of 27 per cent in wages and a loss 
of 30 percent in rho output of factories 
nnd in tiio volume of business transacted. 
It is gratifying to note that in New Eng- 
land the average reduction of wages wad 
only if 10 forcnch individual earner, a bettor 
showing tlmn is mado in any other pan 
of tho country. 
There also appears to havo 


been more c'lnsurvacivcness in Now Eng- 
land, tlin difference between tlie smallc: 
ainuunt ot labor and the smaller amount 
of wages paid being but 3 per cent. 
An- 


other point is that tho employment of 23 
per cent fewer hnnds resulted in a de- 
crease of 30 per cer.t iu tlie output, show- 
ing, as is explained by several of our cor- 
respondents, that it is imposslblotoobtain 
tlie proportionate maximum of work when 
factories .ire running only on-part time. 


In the middle section of tiio country 


then! wan a falling ol'f ol' -10 per cent in 
tlie number ot persons employed, of -JOpci 
cent in Iho amount of wages which they 
earned and 5-1 per cont ia the output. Tho 
average earnings of each employee decreas- 
ed by :>W per capita. 


A peculiar condition appears to have ex- 


isted ia thu southern states, where there 
was a decrease o1' :!3 per cent in the em- 
ployment of labor, of only -'5 per cent in 
wagos and of £<i percent in Uie output. 
The fact that wages wero not cut down so 
much shows thnt more hands were entire- 
ly discharged; tiui average earnings ol 
those rcni:iinlng increased by $-10 pur cap- 
ita. 
It should be remembered that wage; 


generally avo much lower In thosouth than 
in other sections of the country. Honco it 
was possibly nut found advisable to m.ikc 
such large reductions in tlie pay rolls as 
were made elsewhere. 


In the western states and territories it 


would appear that ovory possi bio effort hud 
been mado to retain wage earners In thoii 
positions. 
The large reduction in wages 


Is accounted fur perhaps by tho fact that 
wages are much "higher in the western 
states than they are in Sew Kngl;i:ui, thu 
middle or southern sections. 
Tim loss ol 


employment to tlie wage earners was 21! 
per cent, and there was a loss of 0-1 per 
ecnt in tho wall's earned and of !il! pci 
cent in output. The average reduction in 
tlie earnings o.r every Individual workei 
amounted to $120, a loss that mast havo 
envailcd <i very serious amount of distress, 


Tho number of reports that wore re- 


ceived from the Pacille coast was not large, 
but they Indicated much better condition-! 
having existed thcro than anywhere else 
in tho United States, the loss in the em- 
ployment of men being 10 pur cent, in 
wages 20 per cent and in tho amount of 
business or output of factories HO per cont. 
From this it would appear that the liandH 
have been kept working whun not actual- 
ly needed.

Further oom- 
parl'»ons arc mndo with the AIsKinloy cen- 
sus of 1892 and our industrial census ol

kofc. 
In casos.whoro manufacturers ran 


longer hours or employed moro men this 
yoar than two years ago reasons have 
been assigned by our friends stating why 
they woro able to do this. Thoso aro part- 
ly booauso pooplo hold off so long botoro 
replenishing thoir stock that an immedi- 
ate demand for' goods was necessary, and 
tho placing of orders for prompt delivery 
rcnunelled tho onyjlpymont of tho full 


miiJJb6r"bf liands'and tho running of tho 
factories to thoir ntmost capacity. In 
eome places where American goods-mot 
•with foreign-competition itios boon found 
necessary to cut-tho .wages of tho employ- 
ees, and Such cut has been accepted with- 
out question by tho employees, who raal- 
ize that it is bettor to bo in receipt of a 
certain weekly income than to ba without 
any nt all. • 


A'lnrgo concern in Boston draws atten-

This 
mill shut down Nov. J, 1S08; and since 
then has not sold ono pound of mica, iu 
Bpitc ot tho fact that it is being offered at 
40 per cont less money than tho prico of a 
year ago. That part of tho south is all 
right and will give a good .Republican 
majority. 


Tho effect of tho new tariff on sugar 


and the abolition of tho bounty are such as 
to compel tho winll producers and owners 
of open kettlo factories in Louisiana to 
close their works and sell their sugar cano 
to refineries at a prico that will hardly 
cover expenses.

Tho manufacturers of cutlery, gloves, tho 
mining industries, pearl button \vorkorg, 
paper hangers, pottery workers, sheep- 
growers, tlio silk and woolen manufactur- 
ers are seriously injured by free trado. 


Tho Iron and Steel Trades. 


Tho vice president of an important iron 
and steel concern, in sending1 us his re- 
port, said: 


Tho effect of tlio tariff bill on tho 


amount of hands employed and wages 
paid would not have any signiflcrtace for 
some timo to como in our caso or in tho 
caso of nearly all other steel manufactur- 
ers. 
A13 manufacturers in our lino wero 


principally al'focted by tho coke strike in 
tho Connelisvillo' district, which almost 
stopped production for several - months 
during tlie period for which you ask data. 
Since tho passage of tho tariff bill our 
works and most others havo been running 
unusually full, because tho coke striko 
ended about tho samo time, and thcro was 
an accumulation of back orders to bo 
worked off. 
Tlie stoppage of the largest 


supply of fuel to furnaces not only ad- 
vanced tho price of all materials to parties 
immediately Interested, but nlso mado in- 
direct advances to parties who did not- use 
this fuel. It would bo well for yon to con- 
sider this in'collecting data from iron and^ 
steel manufacturers; otherwise certain" 
conditions may bo considered to bo duo to 
the tariff bill which wero entirely caused 
by the coko strike and t'.ie subsequent re- 
sumption of work. 
Of course tho coko 


striko was largely duo to lower wages bo- 
ing paid, whioh, iu tuin, was due to bad 
business conditions, owing to tariff agita- 
tion. 
From 1SS9 till 1S02 there were many 


now mills built, and nearly if uot all tho 
mills ran steady from 1SSO up to about 
Dec. 1, 1SU3. From that timo up to tho 
present date tho average of the running 
of thu.mills would not exceed CO per cont, 
while for the past year many mills have 
not started np since they shut down. 


The manufacturers say that tho Gorman 


bill gives tho practical control of our mar- 
kets to tho foreign manufacturer and pro- 
ducer, and that, under the operation of | 
tho Gorman tariff, values will bo controll- 
ed by London, Berlin and other Kuropoan 
centers of trade-, and that our manufac- 
turers will have to bo guided as well 
as controlled in their output by foreign 
values nnd the extent of foreign importa- 
tions. 


Compared With tho Census of 1890. 
It would seem that wo had explored ev- 


ery avenue through whioh tho results of 
our investigation "of tiio business condi- 
tions of tho country could be regarded, but 
it has occurred to us that an interesting 
comparison may be mado with tho census 
returns of 1S90, and this wo havo dono, as 
follows;

A year later, today, 
wo show that the conditions since then 
pointed to a loss of -13 per ocnt in tho 
wago earnings ot tho pooplo, a loss of 80 
por cont In tho number ot pcoplo employ- 
ed, and n loss of •)•! per cent in the output 
and tho general trade ut the country.
